SUCCUMBS TO HIS INJURY. 


The many friends and 
relatives of 


Henry C. Butfel of this city, were shock- 
ed to learn Saturday, evening that he 
had sustained injuries in Milwaukee, by 
falling from a street car, causing his 
death. Mr, Beffel was lieutenant of fire 
engine company No. 16, of Milwaukee. 
Friday evening he was off duty. When 


j the big fire occurred at the Farwcll av- 
enue s-treet cur barns and a third alarm 
was sent in he hurried to the fire, but 
his company did not respond. 


Apparently after leaving the fire he 


started for "his home. At any rate he 
WHS found sitting on the curbing at 
Grand avenue and Third street, dazed 
and it was seen that he had fallen, eith- 
er from a cjir or upon the slippery side- 
walk. He asked to be taken to the home 
of his brother Dr. John Belfel. Blood 
was oozing from his ears and he was re- 
moved to the Emergency hospital. 


Not Thought Serious. 


The hospital people did" not believe 


the 
injuries were 
serious. Lieutenant 


Beffel continued to call for his brother 
aud insisted on being removed 
u> his 


home, 1706 St. Paul avenue. He was 
taken home in a cab and although every- 
thing possible was done for him by his 
brother, Dr. John Beffel and others, he 
died on Saturday, a fracture of the skull 
having been discovered. At first it waa 
believed, that his injuries were sustained 
from a murderous assault, but later it 
was determined that he had accidentally 
fallen from a street car and struck his 
head on the street nnd then wandered to 
the place where found. There was some 
fault found with the hospital people be- 
cause they did not keep him at the hos- 
pital, but the attending physicians state 
they believed the injuries were simply a 
bruise and it was treated for such and as 
he insisted on beiny taken home no dan- 
ger was in the least realized. 


Born in Racine. .... 


Henry C. Beffol was born in Racine 


about 35 years ago and was the sou of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas lieft'el, his mother 
before marriage having been Miss Mar- 
tha White, sister of Marshal and Orin 
White of North Michigan street. There 
were two other children. Dr. John BcfTel, 
now of Milwaukee, and Mrs. Mann of 
Franksvillc. Henry received 
the best 


education that he could get nnd when of 
proper age he located in Milwaukee. He 
had been a member of the Milwaukee 
lire department nine and one-half years, 
having joined company 1!) as a nrcmun. 
On account of his excellent service he 
was made lieutenant of company 28 and 
October 1 he was transferred to company 
No. 1C. He is survived by a wife and 
two small children, one of whom was 
born but two weeks ngo. 


There is general mourning in the Mil-

stalled two large gas compressors at its 
plant for use in forcing the gas supply 
to the city of Kenosha. The company is 
now furnishing only such gas as is need- 
ed in Kenosha ever and above what i; 
provided by the company there. As soon 
as the large new holder is completed here 
it is believed that the plant at Kenosha 
will be abandoned and the entire sup- 
ply secured from this city. 
Officers of 


the local company are interested in the 
Kenoslia plant and it is not believed that 
the local company would go to the ex 
pcnse which it has in installing the com- 
pressors imlcsi-i it was planned to aban 
dun the plant at Keuosha. 


Since the pipe line was laid to Kcno 


sliti the local company has been usin; 
an air compressor secured from one o 
the factories as a temporary arrange 
inent. J-'or several months men have beei 
at work 
constructing 
large 
concrete 


foundations inside the plant for the re- 
ception of the compressors and engines 


which operate them. There arc two com- 
pressors, but one of which will be used 
at a time. 
One is driven by a large, 


electric motor and the other by a large 
gas c-ngiiif. 
The latter will be used 


regularly, and the motor outfit merely in 
cases of emergency. The gns engine was 
completed this morning and run for the 
first time. Jt is expected that this large, 
sixty-five horse power engine will be run 
regularly after the iirsl of the year.

The car was bound north and the loco- 


motive had just come in from the west 
with a passenger train; ran east to ihe

ped and made- the usual examination and 
not seeing or hearing the locomotive, 
started across the tracks, there biting no 
electric light at that point and no gate- 
man at night.

WASHINGTON, D»o. ».—In the annual 


report 6f the 'secretary of 'commerce and 
labor, delivered. today to the president 
for transmission to congress, Secretary 
Oscar's. Straus announced several im- 
portant recommendations and 
sugges- 


tions. In regard to the work of the bur- 
eau of corporations in the -investigation 
of trusts and combines, Secretary Straus 
declares ,h,iS'belief that "ultimately the 
national development of industries will 
force the adoption of a national sydtem 
of regulation or supervision 
of. 
some 


such general nature as that already ap- 
plied to national banks, in order that the 
significant facts of corporate manage- 
ment may be correctly laid before con- 
gress and the public as the only proper 
basis for just 
and 
intelligent 
action 


thereon." 
, 


Among other matters dealt with in the 


report'are methods :of bringing 
about 


closer relations between the department 
and the commercial interests 
of 
the 


country: immigration and naturalization, 
contract labor, the 
Oriental 
question, 


woman and child Inbor, mediation of la- 
bor troubles and fisheries. 


In speaking of the work of the bureau 


of corporations Secretary Straus sayo: 


Control of Corporations. 


It is believed that the experience of 


the bureau has signally justified that 
phase of the policy of the administration 
which has been aimed at securing an ef- 
ficient publicity in interstate corporate 
matters by federal means. 


"Corporate activity has become nation- 


al in its' couinw-veial scope, but its legal 
status1 is still delimited almost'wholly 
by state statutes, a discrepancy that has 
bwri the cause of many existing evils. 
The legal conditions should at least b* 
brought into some reasonable relation 
to the business facts. 
Corporate com- 


merce, as curried on by those gr«at com- 
panies whose operations 
substantially 


constitute the whole problems before us, 
is national. The control over them, to 
some extent nt least, should also be na- 
tional, by the general government. The 
'jpowcr and jurindiction of the regulative 
authority should be commensurate with 
the field of operations of the corporations 
to IK; rcffulawI..Centm!iration as a wi=;- 
neas fact has.beer .iJU'tnii'i'-ii'd. It '-nly 
ir.mainii.ro '.'f delern'.ioeJ vhether'wa' 
conditions, shall .b* adjusted to the facts 
which .they.are supposed to cover. 


' 
: Publicity as a Deterrent. 


"Industrial combination, as such, ap- 


pearn to be an inevitable economic nec- 
essity. This fact must be recognized in 
.order .to treat tne matter successfully. 
The prohibition of 
commercial 
power 


simply because it results from combina- 
tion is futile and may be harmful. 
H 


is not the existence of such power, but 
its misuse, to which attention must be 
directed. • Commercial success which is 
based solely upon the proper use of com- 
niercial power, upon the giving of bet- 
ter service or lower prices 
than 
any 


competitor. i» a success that justifies it- 
self, ia a proper business development, 
and works benefit both to the public and 
the corporation. On th« other hand, suc- 
cess that is based not on service to the 
public, but on the destruction of com- 
petitors by unfair methods, is an ovil to 
be prevented.- 
' '"Tt. is .Iwlieved, and the belief is based 
on experience, that publicity is the best 
deterrent against such unfair methods, 
and that few, if sny, corporate managers 
have the courage to 
continue 
openly 


evil practices whcu the 
exact 
details 


thereof hsve been or may «t any time be 
made specifically public, by nsrne, date, 
amount or pine*. 


"It. IB believed that the work of tha 


bureau of corporations, as carried 
on 


now and in the past, constitutes the beat 
means yet created for accomplishing this 
object and for establishing tiiat efficient 
publicity whieh will, of itself,'most ef- 
•fccttmlly a'-nd^'urrfai? competition, nnd it 
is further believed tha^ the exte»sion of 
its work in the form of some g«ncral 
plan of federal supervision would he the 
logical and proper outcome of its past 
experience." 


Immigration Facts. 


On the aubjcc.t, of immigration, Secre- 


tary ..Straus-aaya: ••. ,ii; <. 


"The: total number of aliens admitted 


during the year was 1,285,340, which ex- 
ceeded that for the fiscal year 1906 iiy 
184,814, and that for, the fiscal year 1005 
by 258,850, being increases of 17 and 25 
nor cent, respectively, 


"Of the aliens admitted, 1,100,7.71 rang- 


ed in age from 14 to 44 years, and 138,- 
344 were less than. 14 years of age, leav- 
ing only 4ii,234 who had reached or pass- 
ed the .age of 45. As to literacy, it is 
shown thnt 343,402, or ,30 per cent of the 
total number, of aliens admitted, were 
illiterate. 


"Concerning the financial condition of 


immigrants, 878,923 exhibited less than 
$60 each-—how much more they had it is 
impossible to state—while 107,502 show-, 
ed amounts in excess of that mm, and 
.the total,amount of money which wan 
exhibited by arriving aliens, and brought 
into the country, was $25,509,893, an av- 


of almost $20 per person. There 


has been a considerable increase in the 
number of persons rejected because of 
insanity, contagious diseases and convic- 
tions for crime." 


To Relieve Congestion. 


As a measure of relief for "the con- 


gestion snd the consequent evils caused 
thereby in our larger Atlantic seaport 
cities," Secretary 
Straus 
recommends 


the "directing of immigrants to those 
sections of our country—the south, the 
southwest and the 
west—which 
have 


need for the right kind of immigration, 
especially -in agricultural and manufac- 
turing pursuits." 


. Chinese Immigration. 


While upholding the government policy 


of excluding Chinese laborers, Secretary 
Straus believes that the present laws arc 
"fraught with irritating consequences," 
and 
that 
the 
racial 
discrimination 


against the Chinese, an »uch, is the cause 
of the great falling off in the trade with 
China, 
He points out that 
Jthc ex- 


ports of the United States to China, ac- 
cording to our statistics, fell from 53 
millions in the fiscal year 1905 to 44 mil- 
lions in 1006 and to 26 millions in 1907." 
The secretary believes that the present 
immigration laws, in regard to 
China, 


"unnecessarily humiliate a whole people 
when only «. particular class is to 
be 


reached. 
S-ecretary Straus also points 


out that immigration legislation which 
is wholesome for the mainland of the 
United States is not desirable for some 
of our insular 
possessions, and that 


changes should be made to adopt the 
laws to local conditions. 


Labor Invtstigttionj. 


""Secretary Straus is hopeful of good 
results from the work of the bureau of 
1»bor in the investigation of woman and 
child labor. "The best equipped men on 
the staff of the bureau,'' he nays, "have 
given months to a careful study of tha 
subject, and the work is now fully under 
way and will engage the time of be- 
tween 60 and 100 workers during the 
whole of the fiscal year of 1908." 


In commenting on the work of the 


bureau of labor, the secretary also points 
out the work of mediation in labor diffi- 
culties under the Erdman act, the ''most 
conspicuous test" of which win the suc- 
cessful settlement of 
the 
threatened 


strike of the Order of Railway Conduct- 
ors and the Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad 


Trainmen in March of this year. 


This is the fourth report issued by the 


bureau relating to strikes and lockouts, 
tho third annual report 
covering 
the 


years 1881 to 1896, the tenth the period 
from January 1, 1S87, to June 30, 1894. 
nnd the sixteenth the period from July 
1, 1894, to December 31, 1900. 


It is believed that every labor disturb- 


ance of importance occurring 
in 
the 


L'nited States from 1881 to 190."> has been 
included in this report. The general ta- 
bles show that, excluding strikes and 
lockouts of less than one day's duration 
there were 36,75V strikes and 1,546 lock- 
outs in the United States during this 
period of twenty-five years, or a total 
of 38,303 disputes. Strikes occurred in 
181,407 establishments and lockouts in 
1S.S47 establishments. 
A total of 6,- 


728.048 persons went on strike nnd 710.- 
231 were locked out, and the nunfber of 
employes, including strikers, thrown out 
of work by strikes was 8,703,824, and the 
number thrown out of work by lockout? 
was 825.610. 
The average duration of 


strikes per establishment was 25.4 days 
and of lockouts 84.8 days. 


Imports and Exports. 


The bureau of statistics, which records 


the foreign commerce of 
the 
United 


States and such features of the etarnal 
commerce ns nre available in statistical 
form, reports both the foreign and do- 
mestic commerce as greater in 1907 than 
in any preceding year. The most strong- 
ly marked characteristic of the year's 
commerce is an increase 
in 
imports, 


which grew from $1,220,662,446 in 1908 
to $i;434,421,425 in 1B07. while the ex- 
ports of domestic merchandise grew from 
If 1,717.953.382 in 1908 to $1.853,718,034 
in 1907. Both imports and exports show 
a larger total value in 1907 than in any 
earlier year. 


Steamboat Accidents. 


In proof of the higher state of effic- 


iencv to which the steamboat inspection 
service has now he.en brought the follow- 
ing figures are significant: 
The total 


number »f accidents to steamboats of 
all kinds resulting ill loss of life during 
the year was 65, a decrease from the 
previous year of 10; and the total num- 
ber of lives lost was 505, an 
increase 


over the previous year of 5. Of the 505 
fatalities recorded 129 were from acci- 
dental drowning nnd 63 from suicide and 
other causes which could not he averted, 
leaving 313 lives lost that corae within 
the preventive^ scope of this service.

Can Government Control Be Comprehen- 


sive and Intelligent Conflicting With 


State Sovereignties. 


Chicago Record-Herald: 
"Until 
the 


national 
government 
assumes proper 


control of interstate commerw," said the 
president in his message, "it will be im- 
possible cither to give «f to get from 
the railroads full justiew." 


The real "railroad"" question today is 


not whether the government shall control 
interstate commerce, but what "proper 
control'' means 'and to what extent it 
must supersede state control. The far- 
sighted railroad managers realize that 
effective national control "must come," 
in Mr. Roosevelt's words, arid have no 
intention of opposing it. But the con- 
trol must be just and reasonable, as well 
•as "effective/' and the great question ia 
how it is possible to secure just control 
under a state of legal and legislative an- 
archy—for anarchy is not too strong a 
ttrm to use in describing the actual sit- 
uation. 


The railroads are now subject to ths 


sporadic, 'conflicting, haphazard' regula- 
tions of forty-six (counting Oklahoma) 
separate, "sovereignties," 
Can govern- 


mental control be made intelligent and 
uniform under such circumstances? 


It is absurd to say that the federal 


government should regulate 
interstate 


commerce, while the states attend to the 
commerce within their respective boun- 
daries. The phrase may sound well on 
paper, but it is devoid of practical mean- 
ing. 
It is, in most instances, impossi- 


ble to regulate state traffic and state 
rates without affecting and hampering 
interstate commerce. 
It is equally im- 


possible to regulate "effectively" inter- 
state commerce without interfering with 
the enforcement of state laws. It has 
•been held by the snpregie court that 
nn act requiring trains to stop at cer- 
tain stations may be void as an indi- 
rect interference with 
interstate com- 


merce. But what, let us atk, is the effect 
of state demurrage laws, or of state reg- 
ulation of speed and schedules, on inter- 
state traffic? 
Will not 
railroads 
to 


avoid confiscatory penalties and constant, 
friction with state officials, subordinate 
interstate business? 
In 
some 
states 


ihippere <>oniplain of such subordination 
as a fact instead of a mere possibility. 
How. in the name of sound nemse, can 
forty-six states regulate every phase of 
railway service without "regulating", in- 
terstate commerce, pretty "effectually;"' 
If interstate trains had; separate rights 
of way, separate tracks-and- separate- 
forces separation might be feasible.-..But 
ran a manager run state trains on • one 
schedule nnd interstate" trains,- on the 
some tracks, under another schedule? 
Can earnings be so separated that state 
regulation of rates will not. affect inter- 
state rates? Can the federal government 
enforce liability laws and order safety 
devices without reference to state fare 
acts, which may so reduce the n«t profits 
as to render desirable improvements out 
of the question? 


The anarchy in legislation and regula- 


tion is accompanied by anarchy in ju- 
dicial 
c'cci.-ions 
and exec.-.tive policy. 


Hardly a day goes by now without some 
decision in a railroad 
case involving 


rates, 
classification, 
injunctions, 
and 


what not, and 
almost 
each 
decision 


mnkes the confusion of Inw and " fact 
worse confounded. 


It is right to give the railroads" a'm*.->- 


ter. 
But it is preposterous to expect 


order, sanity or fairness under the nil* 
of forty-six masters. Control, to be just, 
must be uniform, and federal 
control 


alone can be uniform.

AMERICAN CHATS WITH EM- 


PEROR NICHOLAS. 


DINES AT LITTLE PALACE 


He«a of All Russians Shows Great Inter- 


est in Affairs, of United States, Espec- 
ially Philippines and Isthmus—Secre- 
tary and His Party Entertained by 


Grand Dukes and Ministers, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 
4.—Secre- 


tary Taft was received in audience to- 
day by Emperor Nicholas at Tsarskoe 
Selo and received from his majesty the 
frankest 
expression of Russia's 
senti- 


ments of sytapathy and regard for the 
United States. The emperor requested 
Mr. Taft to convey his greetings to 
President Roosevelt. 


The secretary spent about five hours 


\n company with the emperor and en- 
joyed the honor of a long and intimate 
conversation regarding the situation in 
' the United States and the problems con- 
fronting the American government. 


The empress is suffering so severely 


from an attack of influenza that ahe was 
obliged to refrain from taking any part 
in the official ceremony, consequently 
Mr. Taft did not nee her. He was pre- 
sented, hswcver, to the other members 
of the imperial family and to many high 
military and court officials. 


Visit is Without Ceremony. 


On account of the seeretary's express- 


ed desire that he be received unofficially 
no falute was fired, hut the reception 
•was given a military setting by a par- 
ade and regimental festival of the Se- 
menovsky regiment, the officers .of which 
attended the luncheon with Mr. Taft. 


The secretary, accompanied by Briga- 


dier General Clarence R. Edwards, who is 
of his party, Captain S. L. H. Slocum, 
the American military attache here, and 
Count Knoitz, tho Russian officer who 
is acting as his aide during his 'sojourn 
in this city, left St. Petersburg at an 
early hour on a special train for Tsar- 
gkoe-Selo. At Tsarskoc-Sclo the party 
•was met by a state equipage and several 
court officials. Tho visitors were driven 
direct to the sq-called "Little Palace," 
tho residence of. the emperor, and escort- 
ed through the" palace with tha usual 
ceremonial. 


Interested in Americans. 


Secretary Taft -was received by his 


jnajesty in his private study. There, the 
emperor 
discussed 
with him military 


topics at considerable length. He ques- 
tioned Mr. Taft concerning his journey 
over tho trans-Siberian 
railroad 
and 


drew a contrast between the. present 
jneann of communication and the meth- 
od in vogue—the horse and the sleigh, 


ctc._whcn he made his trip across Asia 
to inaugurate the trans-Siberian lines. 
The emperor showed a keen interest in 
the probems which the American govern- 
ment has to solve in the Philippine la- 
tends, and he asked many questions con- 
cerning the new Philippine assembly. He 
referred also in a complimentary man- 
ner to the work done by the American 
government on the Isthmus of Panama 
in its fight against yellow fever. 


General Edwards was presented sep- 


arately after the secretary had retired. 


Inspects Priie Regiment. 


The party then proceeded to the rid- 


ing school, where the Semenovsky regi- 
ment, 1,800 strong, and accompanied by 
a machine gun battery and several de- 
tachments, was drawn up. The emper- 
or and Secretary Taft were 
received 


with cheers. Then the emperor nnd his 
guest accompanied by their renpectivo 
staffs walked together through the lines 
of the regiment and inspected its forma- 
tion. When this examination the troops 
passed twice Rt a quick step before the 
reviewing parly, and then the host nnd 
his guests returned to the palace for 
luncheon. 


Secretary Taft was seated 
at 
the 


right of the emperor and General Ed- 
wards -was given a place at the right ot 
Gen. Baron Fredericks, minister of the, 
imperial house. 
In the course of the 


luncheon Emperor Nicholas toasted tho 
SemenovBky regiment and thanked the 
officers for their loyal services in re- 
cent trying times, making special refer- 
ence to the work of this regiment in put- 
ting down the Moscow insurrection. 


While the emperor 
was 
conversing 


-with his officers after luncheon, Sec- 
retary Taft chatted with Prince Dolgor- 
oskj. the master of ceremonies, who was 
a friend of Mr. Taft's father when the 
latter was American minister to Rus- 
sia. 


It was a late hour in the afternoon 


^before the visitors returned to St. Pet- 
ersburg. 


Meets Other Officials. 


Tonight Secretary Tuft and the mem- 


bers of his party were entertained at a 
dinner by Foreign Minister Iswolsky. At 
this function there were present also 
Premier Stolypin, Minister of Finance 
Kokovisky, War Minister General Rudi- 
ger, Lieut.

the case and whiskey out of jugs. Men 
having the liquor for sale receive a tip 
from the customer and are told to go 
and help themselves. When the com- 
plaint was made to the sheriff by one of 
the leading city officials, positive proof 
was at hand to show that persons in this 
city who have been placed on the black 
list, got all the liquor they could drink 
at the Rapids and were m»de helplessly 
drunk. 


The sheriff found thirty or forty beer

Railroads Reach Limit.

There is no great- 
er achievement than the transportation 
of articles which are valueless at one 
point to another point where they are 
valuable. 
The railroads of the country 


no longer are able, physically, to carry 
the traffic of America and the one ave- 
nue open to such traffic is water trans- 
portation. 
We must move forward or 


we will go backward. This particularly 
appeals to me becanae I am interested in 
thu promotion of the foreign commerce 
of America. I see American production 
handicapped by two things: the first, the 
great cost of getting the goods • to the 
seal oard, and second, the absence of an 
American merchant marine." 


Secretary Root made an appeal for fa- 


cilities to get American products to the 
American seaboard and for the up-build- 
ing of such an American merchant ma- 
rine as would bo able to carry Ameri- 
can products to the uttermost parts of 
the earth. 


France Ahead- At Present. 


At the conclusion of Secretary Root's 


address President Ransdell 
introduced 


M. Jusscrand, the ambassador of France 
t othe United States, who spoke in part 
as follows: 


"We hold the record for the present; 


you will hold it in your turn when the 
great Panama canal is 
finished; 
wo 


turned the first sod; you will turn the 
last, and no one vrill applaud more heav- 
ily than your predecessors." 


Under Government Control. 


''Owing to the recent great effort made 


by the republic," said the ambassador, 
"the total length of our canal is 4,675 
kilometers; the total expense has been 
about two billion francs, and far from 
considering that it is too 'much we know 
quite well that it is not enough and we 
add new sums from time to time. Canals 
in France are under the supervision of 
the government. From 1875 to 1800 the 
traffic increased 110 per cent and it now 
amounts to over 30.000,000 tons. The 
investment is valuable because of w.hat 
it yields, of what it helps and also of 
what it prevents.

There is no improvement in the western 
cabbage market, nor in there any dis- 
guising that things begin to look seri- 
ous. 
Dealers who operate in Wisconsin 


stock lire shut out of tho East and 
Southeast. Even Ohio markets are re- 
ported to be filled up with New York 
stock, New York can put stqck in that 
State at $2 pur ton less than Wisconsin 
cabbage. Indiana markets are open to 
Chicago dealers, but with a big supply 
in Wisconsin it' is a serious question 
whether the markets available for Wis- 
consin can use the stock before southern 
begins. 
The demand now is dull and 


when it picks up after the holidays there 
will be the scarcity of refrigerator cars 
to contend with. 


Dealers says it will take all of De- 


cember to e.lean up the so-called tem- 
porary storage stock. If it is not cleaned 
up then it will be ruined by cold weath- 
er. 
Little is moving at the present 


time because markets are glutted. Tho 
farmers wlio own most of the temporary 
stored goods.are unwilling to take tha 
prices they can get. They want $6@$6 
per .ton, yet there arc dealers who have 
hod cabbage out for the last six weeks 
on which .they Lave not.received any 
return*. The consignees say they have 
not beon able to sell .the stock.. 


Much of the warehouse holdings in 


Wisconsin have cost the dealers $8@$9 
per ton. The. slump in cabbage, began 
about the. time storing started, but the 
high prices had been paid. 
The decline 


was $3 per ton before the. panic and then 
the, slump became worse. 
The growers 


who aold their stock in the high price 
time are all right, but the dealers will 
have to hold the. bag. 


C. A. Kerr says he thinks the only 


hopeful feature is that country dealers 
have not stored as heretofore. 
They, 


have benn buying very sparingly and 
have no reserve Ktock. 
'A cold snap 


would put a different complexion on 
thing?, he says, but he does not look for 
any improvement until the weather 
changes. 


Another denier says there has been so 


much local cabbage throughout the west 
that it has been very difficult to get 
Wisconsin going. "Chicago depended on 
home grown until a short time ago, and 
many other western markets have done 
the same," he says. "The Wisconsin 
crop has been growing larger because of 
the prolonged open weather. Much more 
of the late planted cabbage has matured 
than ordinarily counted oji. The same 
i«i true of New York State, which has 
made that crop larper than counted on. 
Taking in consideration the heavy home- 
grown stocks everywhere, there is much 
more cabbage in the country than could 
be handled on the basis of former prices, 
even under favorable conditions. 
The 


late planted crop in Wisconsin wan un- 
usually large Uiis year, as the season 
there opened lute. 
The southern and 


southwestern markets were glutted in 
tho beginning by shippers who loaded 
stock to get it out of the field, expect- 
ing orders, and when the slump came 
:ind orders were not forthcoming they 
kept consigning, regardless of market 
conditions." 


Says the Chicago Packer: It is a well 


known fact that the growers in Wis- 
consin are very optimistic on the fu- 
Uire out)ook of cabbage and it ifl un- 
derstood'that most of them will clear 
up their holdings in due time. But from 
the outsider's standpoint affairs do not 
Bcem to be so rosy and low prices seem 
to be the only slogan to swear by if 
holders want to pull out as easy as pos- 
sible. 


Growers arc asking about $3 a ton, 


which moans about S8.50 or more to 
the outside buyer. This lookn too high 
when tho amount of stock on hand is 
taken into consideration. Dealers here, 
nre reporting inroads already by the.

Titanium is now being umde use of in

Manager John I. Beggs of Uie Milwau- 


kee .Electric Railway and Light Co., is 
not pleased with the treatment railway 
corporations are receiving at the hands 
of the state legislatures and municipal- 
ities. On that account and owing to the 
stringency in the money 
market, all 


work on the great street railway system 
he controls in this state, has been stop- 
ped, with one or two exceptions. 


This plan having been reached by Pres- 


ident Beggs, all hopes of the proposed 
extension of the line from this city to 
Horlickaville, may safely be declared off 
for next 'year, and if the residents along 
the proposed line west to Thompsonville 
hope to get the improvement they also 
will be disappointed. 


No doubt Manager Beggs is somewhat 


grieved because of the action of the 
city council in holding up the franchise 
for the right of way on Second street, 
from Main street to 
1-ake. 
.Michigan. 


More than once he has appeared before 
the local officials and plainly told them 
that his company wan doinp? more in Ra- 
cine than any other city in the state and 
that all lie asked was fair treatment. 
This Second street delay is owing to the 
city officials demanding more concessions 
on the part of Mr. Beggs and bis com- 
pany. Just what they want has not 
been made clear as yet. 


The Work Stopped. 


Mr. Beggs has announced that with the 


exception of completing the final work 
on the extension of the Muskejjo hakes 
line to Kast Troy, and the continuation 
of grading on the 
extension 
between 


Oconomowoc and Watertown, 
all 
im- 


provement and extension work on the 
system has been discontinued "until such 
time us it becomes possible for corpora- 
tions to sell their bonds and raise money 
and as soon as state and municipal bod- 
ies and demagogues in authority cea.se 
their tirade against such corporations." 


This statement, coming from President 


Beggs of the Milwaukee Electric railway, 
which is largely owned by the 
North 


American company of New York, affirms 
the report of a few days ago that the 
North American company had 
decided 


upon a general policy of retrenchment, in 
connection with work by its various aux- 
iliary corporations, located 
in 
various 


states. 


Will Spend Little Money. 


Manager 35eggs declares that from now 


on and until general conditions improve, 
the company will spend as little money 
upon their property as possible. 
This, 


Mr. Beggs claims, is the reason for the 
laying off of thousands of men in Mil- 
waukee. Racine, Kenosha and other cities 
they had laborers at. work. He says they 
are just now having a good big taste of 
the direct effects of the kind of legisla- 
tion in the move of the insurance com- 
panies leaving the state. With 
these 


companies the remedy is easier 
than 


with railways and fixed corporations. He 
points out that in the removal of the of- 
fices, fixtures, and departure of men. the 
state loses the citizenship. But the Mil- 
waukee Electric railway, ft fixed corpor- 
ation, must remain on the ground mid 
attempt to do business as best they can 
in face of all this legislation and opposi- 
tion. 
His idea is that the people, -leem 


to take the cue from legislative bodies, 
and the result is that capital is with- 
drawn; large corporations cannot secure 
loans to sell bonds with which to make 
needed improvements; work must stop 
and thereby thousands are thrown out of 
employment, 'and all on account of tho 
agitation und direct assaults made upon 
all corporations. 


Forced Out of Work. 


Manager Beggs claims that this does 


not only effect his railway corporation, 
but that the snmc thing exists all over 
tho country, lie says:

so long as these attacks arc kept up and 
uncertainty and distrust exists 
amonj; 


the people, as a result of studied as- 
siuills. just so long will these conditions 
exist ant) prosperity, confidence and bus- 
iness gcnerailv be postponed, 
(ipnernl 


utility corporations cannot go ahead in 
the face of existing conditions. The leg- 
islatures ami other bodies have saiil so. 
and the people have echoed their decluni- 
tions, until progress by the institutions 
that have'been hit is impossible und out 
of the question.

Such regulation 
and supervision can only 'be effectively 
exercised by a sovereign whose Jurisdic- 
tion is coextensive with tho field of work 
of tho corporations—that Is, by the na- 
tional government. 
I believe that this 


regulation and supervision can be. ob- 
tained by the enactment of law by the 
congress.'. *. • • Our steady aim should 
be by legislation, cautiously and care-' 
fully undertaken, but resolutely, perse- 
vered In. to assert the sovereignty of the 
national government by affirmative ac- 
tion. 
"This Is only In form an Innovation, 


In substance it is merely a restoration; 
for from the earliest time such regulation 
of industrial activities has been recog- 
nized in the action of the lawmaklng 
bodies; and all that I propose is- to meet 
the changed conditions In such manner 
as will prevent the commonwealth abdi- 
cating the power it has always possessed, 
not only In this country, but also In Eng- 
land before and since this country be- 
came a separate nation. 
"It has been a misfortune that the.na- 


tional laws on this subject have hitherto 
been of a negative or prohibitive rather 
than an.affirmative kind, and still more 
that they have In part sought to pro- 
hibit w"hat could not be effectually pro- 
hibited, and have in part In their pro- 
hibitions confounded what should be 
allowed and what should not be allowed. 
It is generally useless to try. to prohibit 
all restraint on competition, whether this 
restraint be reasonable or unreasonable: 
and where It Is not useless It Is gener- 
ally hurtful. » • • The successfukpros- 
ecutlon of one device to evade the law 
Immediately develops another device to 
accomplish tho same purpose. What Is 
needed is not sweeping prohibition of 
every arrangement, good or bad, which 
may tend to restrict competition.' but 
such adequate supervision, and regula- 
tion as will prevent any restriction of 
competition from being to the detriment 
of the public, as well as such supervision 
and regulation as 
will prevent, other 


abuses in no wov^ connected with restric- 
tion of competition," 
• 


I have called your attention In these 


quotations to what I have already said 
because I am satisfied that It is the duty 
of the national government to embody 
In action the principles thus expressed. 
Federal Control of 


Railroads Is Favored. 


No small part of the trouble that we 


have contes from carrying to an -extreme 
the national virtue of self-reliance, of In- 
dependence In Initiative and action. It !• 
wise to conserve this virtue and to pro- 
vide for its fullest exercise, compatible 
with seeing that liberty does not become 
•.-liberty to wrong others. Unfortunately, 
this Is the kind of liberty that the lack of- 
.ill effective regulation inevitably breeds. 
The founders of the Constitution pro- 
vided that the 
National ' Government 


should have complete and sole control of 
Interstate commerce. 
There was then 


practically no interstate 
business save 


such as vras conducted by water, and 
this the National Government at once 
proceeded to regulate In thoroughgoing 
and effective fashion. Condltons have now 
so wholly changed that the 
interstate 


commerce by water Is insignificant com- 
pared with the amount that goes by land, 
and almost all big b'uslnass concerns are 
now engaged In Interstate commerce. As 
a result, It can be but partially and Im- 
perfectly controlled or regulated by the 


I action of any *»ie of tho several states; 


such action Inevitably tending to 
be, 


either too drastic or else too lax, and In 
either case Ineffective for purposes 
of 


justice. 
Only the National Government 


ran in thoroughgoing fashion exercise the 
needed control. This does not mean that 
there should be any extension of Federal 
autherlty. for such authority already ex- 
ists under the Constitution In amplest 
and most far-reaching form: but It does 
mean that there should be an extension 
of Federal activity. This Is'not advo- 
cating centralization. It Is merely'look- 
Ing facts In the face, and realizing that 
centralization In business has already 
come and can not be avoided or undone, 
and that the publlp at large can only 
protect Itself from certain evil effects 
of this" business centralisation by provid- 
ing better methods for the exercise of 
control through the .aulhority 
already 


centralized In the National Government 
by the Constitution Itself. There must ba 
no halt In the healthy constructive course 
of action which this Nation has elected to 
pursue, and has steadily pursued, during 
the last six years, as shown both In the 
legislation of the Congrass and the ad- 
ministration • of the law by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. The most vital need Is 
In connection with tho railroads. As to 
these In my judgment there should now 
' be either a national Incorporation act or 
a law licensing railway companies to en- 
gage In interstate commerce upon certain 
conditions. The law should be so framed 
as to give to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission power to pass upon the fu- 
ture Issue of 
securl-tlas. ' whl.le 
ample 


maane should b« provided to enable the

The question ha» beon carried to 
the supreme court, the case has been 
heard by that tribunal, and a decision Is 
•xpected at an early date. In the event 
that the court should affirm the consti- 
tutionality of the act. I urge further leg- 
Islatlon along the line* advocated In my 
message to the preceding congress. The 
practice of putting the entire burden of 
loss of life or limb upon the victim or 
the vjctlm's family Is a form of social in- 
justice In which the United States stands 
fn . unenviable prominence. . In both our 
federal and our state legislation we have.

farther than the repeal of the

Strike* and lockouts, with their at- 


tendant loss and suffering, continue to 
Increase. For tho five years ending De- 
cember 31. 1905, the number of strikes 
•was greater than those In any previous 
ten years and was double the number 
In the preceding five years. These fig- 
ures Indicate the 
increasing need of 


providing some machinery to deal with 
this class of disturbances In the Inter- 
est alike of tho employer, the employe 
•nd the general public. I renew my 
previous recommendation that the con- 
ffre&s favorably consider the matter of 
creating the machinery for compulsory 
Investigation of such Industrial contro- 
versies on are of sufficient magnitude 
and of sufficient concern t« the people 
ot the country as a whole to warrant 
the federal government In taking ac- 
tion. 
The need for some provision for »uch 


Investigation was forcibly 
Illustrated 


during the past summer. A strike of 
telegraph operators seriously interfered 
with telegraphic communication, caus- 
ing great damage to business Interests 
and serious Inconvenience to the gen- 
eral public. Appeals were made to mo 
from many parts of the country, from 
city councils, from 
boards of 
trade, 


Irom chambers of commerce, and from 
labor organizations, urging- that steps 
be taken 
to 
terminate 
the 
strike. 


Everything that could with any pro- 
priety be dono by a representative of 
the government was done without avail, 
an* for weeks the public stood by and 
eufferefl without recourse of any kind. 
Had the 
machinery existed and had 
there been authority for compulsory 
Investigation of the dispute, the public 
would have been placed In possession 
of the merits of the controversy, and 
public opinion would probably 
have 


brought about prompt adjuatrnent.

Some 
of these persons actually'demand that 
the present fornst reserves be thrown 
open to destruction, because, forsooth, 
they think that thereby tho price of 
lumber could be put down ngtiln for 
two ot three more years. Their att - 
tude is precisely like that of an agi- 
tator protesting age.lnst the outlay of 
money by farmers on manure 
and 
In 


taking care of their farms generally. 
Undoubtedly, If 
the average farmer 


were content absolutely to ruin 
his 


farm, h« could for two or three years 
ai»Id spending any money on It. and 
yet m»ke a good deal of money out of 
It. 
But only a Kavage would, in his 
private affairs, *how swob reckless dis- 
regard of tho future; yet It Is precisely 
this reckless disregard of the future 
which the opponents ot the forestry 
system are now endeavoring to get the 
people of the United St*tes to 
show. 


The only trouble with the movement 
for tho preesrvation of our forests Is 
that It has not gone nearly far enough, 
and was not becun soon enough.

It 1*-obvious that these fuels Bhould-bo 
conserved and not wasted, and it would 
be well to protect vthe people agnlnut 
unjust and extortionate prices, so far 
as that can still be done. 
What has 


been accomplished 
In .the great oil 


flelda of the Indlattv-Tarrrltory by the 
action of the adrolhlitratlon offers a 
striking example of the food results 
of auch a policy. In iny'judgment the 
government should hare the right to

Work.on th* Paiia.ua Canal Is pro- 


ceeding In'a highly'jatlsfactory inann*r. 
In March'last, John F-, Stevens, chair- 
man of 'th« . Commission' and 'chief en- 
gineer,, resigned, and 'the Commission 
was reorganized and constituted as fol- 
lows; 
Lieut. Col. George W. Qoethals, 


Corps of'Engineers, "U. S. Army, chair- 
man and chief engineer! Maj. D. D. Gall- 
lard, Corps of Engineers, U. 3. Army; 
M»j. William L. Blbert, Corps of 'Engi- 
neers. U. S. Army; Civil Engineer H. H. 
Hcfusseau, U. S. Navy; Mr. J. C. S. Black- 
burn; Col. W. C. Gorgas,"U. S. Army, 
and Mr. Jackson Smith. Commissioners. 
Thl» change ot authority and direction 
went Into effect on April 1, without caus- 
ing a perceptible check to the progress 
of the work. .In March' th* total exca- 
vation In the Culebra Cut, wher* effort 
was chieny ' concentrated, was 815,270 
cubic yards.' In April'this was Increased 
to,1 879,627. cubic yards. • There was a 
considerable decrease In the output for 
May and June owing partly to the ad- 
vent of the rainy season and 'partly to 


1 temporary trouble with the steam- shovel 
men over th* question of wages. This 
trouble was -settled satisfactorily to all 
'parties and in'July the total excavation 
advanced materially and in August the 
grand total from all points In the canal 
prism by steam' shovels and dredges ex- 
ceeded al! previous United States rec- 
ords, reachtni; 1.274.404 cubic yards. In 
September this record was eclipsed and 
a total' of 1,617.412 cubic yards wa« re- 
moved. 
Of thle amount 1,481,307 cubic 


yards were from the canal prism and 36,- 
105 cubic yards were from accessory 
works. 
These results were achieved In 


the rainy season with a rainfall in 
August of 11.8I1 Inches' and in Septem- 
ber of 11.85 Inches. Finally, 1n October. 
Hi'e record was- again eclipsed, the total 
excavation being 1.868.729 cubic yards: a 
truly extraordinary record, especially In 
view of th* heavy rainfall, which was 
17.1 Inches. 
In fact, experience during 


the last two'rainy seasons demonstrates 
that the rain* ar« a less serion* obstacle 
to procresa than has hitherto been sup- 
posed. 
Work on the lock* ana flams at Oatun, 


which began actively in March last has 
advanced so far that It Is thought that 
masonry work on th* locks can b* begun 
within fifteen months. In ord*r to re- 
move Mr-doubt as to the satisfactory 
character of the foundation* for the 
locks of the Canal, the Secretary of War 
requested three eminent civil engineers, 
«f speclal"«xperience Mn such construc- 
tion, Alfred Noble,' Frederic P. Stearns 
and John R Freeman, to visit the Isth- 
mus -and make thorough personal inves- 
tigation* of the sites. These gentlemen 
went to the Isthmus In April and by 
means of test pit* which had been dug 
for the purpose, they inBpecte« the pro- 
posed foundations, ' and al*o ' examined 
the boring* that had'been made. In their 
•report to the Secretary of War. under 
date-of-May 2,' 19OT-. they said: 
"We 


found that all of the locks, of the dl- 
menslo'ns -now -proposed, will rest upon 
rock of such character-that-It will fur- 
ntsh-a saf* a^d. stable foundation." Sub- 


• sequent new boring*, conducted by the 
) present «omm»»Jilon.• ,1 have -fully, con- 
, firmed this verdict. They »how that 
' the locks' will rest on rock for their en- 
tire length. 
The cross section of the 


dam and method of-construction wffl be 
»uoh as to Insure against any slip or 
sloughing off. 
Similar examination of 


the foundations of the locks and- dams 
on the Pacific side are In progreis. I 
believe that "the locks should be made 
of a width 'of 120 feet.

La»t .winter bid* were requested and 


received to? doing, the- work., of canal 
.construction by-contract. None.of them 
was found to beWtlsfactory a»i all were 
rejected. 
It Is the unanimous, opinion 


of the prceant Commission that the work 
can b* cVcine better; more cheaply, and 
more quickly by. the Government than 
by private contractors. 
Fully 80 per 


cent of the, en tire plant needed for con- 
struction has been purchased or con- 
tracted for: machine shops have been 
erected "aAd equipped 
for 
making all 


needed repairs to.the plant: many thou- 
sands of employes have been .secured; 
an effective orga.nlm.tlon has been tfer- 
fected: a recruiting system Is In opera- 
tion whlcB'ls capable of furnishing more 
labor than can be us*d advantageously; 
employes are w«ll sheltered, and well fed; 
. .salaries paid are satisfactory, and the 


work 1* not only going forward smoothly, 
but It Is producing. result* far in nd- 


i vance of the most sanguine anticipations. 


Under these . favorable 
conditions, 
a 


change in the method of prosecuting the 


i work, would be unwise and unjustifiable, 


for It would Inevitably dlsorganlxe exist- 
ing conditions, ^heck progress, and In- 
crease the cott and . lengthen the time 
of comjjlntlng the Canal. 
The chief engineer and all his profes- 


sional associates are firmly . convinced 
that the 85 feet level lock canal which 
they ire constructing Is. th* best that 
could be desired. 
Some of them had 


doubts on this point when they went to 
the Isthmus. As the plans have devel- 
oped under their direction their doubts 
have been dispelled. 
While they may 


decide upon chanffos In detail . as con- 
struction advances they are In hearty ac- 
cord In approving the general plan. They 
believe that It provides.a canal not only 
adequate to all demands that will be 
made upon It but superior in every way 
to a sea level canal. 
I concur In this 


belief.

I commend to the favorable considera- 


tion of the Congress a postal savings 
bank system, as recommended by the 
Postmaster-General. 
The primary ob- 


ject Is to encourage among our people 
economy and thrift and by tho use of 
postal savings banks to give them an op- 
portunity to husband their resources, 
partfcularly those who have not the facil- 
ities n.t hand for depositing their money 
In 
savings 
banks. 
Viewed, 
however, 


from the' experience of the. past few 
weeks, it Is evident that the Advantages 
of such an institution are »tlll more far- 
reaching. 
Timid depositors have with- 


drawn their savings for the time being 
from national banks, trust companies, 
and 
saving* banks; 
Individuals hav* 


hoarded their cash and the workingmen 
their earnings; all of which money has 
been withheld and kept In hiding or In 
the-safe deposit box to the detriment of 
prosperity. 
Through the agency of the 


postal savings bank* such money would 
be restored to the channels of trade, to 
the mutual benefit of capital and labor. 


I further commend to the Congress the 
consideration .of the Postmaster-General's 
recommendation for an extension of the 
pare*! post, especially on the rural routes. 
There are now S8.215 rural .routes, serv- 
ing nearly 16.009,000 people who do not 
have the advantage* of the Inhabitants 
of' cities In obtaining their supplies. 
These 
recommendations 
h»v« 
been 


drawn up to benefit the farmer and the 
country storekeeper: otherwise, I should 
not favor them, for I believe that It is 
good policy for our Government to do 
everything possible to aid the small town 
and the country district. It Is desirable 
that the country merchant should not be 
crushed out..
